( I had that heavy sack to carry all 
the way home!)

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Bach year, on January i8th, the 
pupils and teachers of the Fanwood 
School assemble in the Institution 
Chapel to do honor to the memory 
of Benjamin Robert Winthrop, and 
after fitting exercises and reminis- 
cences the candidate for the Ida 
Montgomery Testimonial is an- 
nounced. This testimonial is a sum 
of money approximating one hundred 
dollars, which represents the in- 
terest upon a bequest made by Mr. 
Winthrop, and which became 
operative upon the one hundredth 
anniversary of his, birth, January 
iKth, 1904. 

Benjamin Robert Winthrop served 
on the Board of Directors ofjthe New 
York Institution for a period of 
twenty-eight years, the' last ten 
years being in the eminent office 
of President of the Board. He was 
a great man in the varied phases of 
life — in the world of education and 
culture, in the marts of commerce 
and finance, and in the gentle bene- 
volences of philanthropy. The deaf 
have reason to'remember him with 
gratitude. Kindness of heart and 
unostentatious helpfulness was char- 
acteristic of his daily life. That he 
did not confine his benevolence to 
those who carried through life a 
physical handicap, is evidenced by 
the story of a barber in the New 
York 7rUmne. 

This barber, named Jacob„ t Hysler, 
a native of Germany, has just re- 
tired from business at the age of 83 
years, with a fortune of $300,000, 
the foundation of which rests upon 
an act of kindness by Benjamin 
Robert Winthrop. This is how the 
barber tells it in the Tribune /— — 

" For sixty years I have worked," 
he said. " I was a journeyman bar- 
ber at a shop on Broadway at Ninth 
Street. This was in 1857. One of 
my customers was Benjamin Robert 
Winthrop, and my, but he waa a 
fine nun ! One day I said to him: 
' Mr. Winthrop, this shop is going 
to be sold and I don't. know what to 
do.'

When the school opened on Octo- 
ber 2, a quarantine was placed upon 
the buildings, no visiters being 
allowed to enter and none of the 
pupil- allowed to go out. This ban 
has not been lifted, although it was 
expected at the time of the opening 
the disease would abate in a short 
time, so the school athletes could 
take part in the fall sports.

Mr. Wyand slid into 
a pair of overalls and operated the 
thresher, that tbe crop at his borne 
could be knocked out. Then it 
developed that the deaf man had 
been on tbe Job in his youuger 
days. 

On leaving the Wyand estate one 
neighbor after another insisted on 
the pieacher helping them out by 
operating the machine, until weeks 
had passed. The work proved 
most agreeable to the strenuous- 
life loving pastor, the thresher be 
ing the last word in diistless Inven- 
tions in work saving. The magnate, 
Maryland's original peach King, 
who owns all the threshing outfits 
in that coaniry, has informed Mr 
Wyand that nothing could please 
him more than have him take the 
place regularly. 

Threshing time means tbe occa- 
sion for the biggest meals any farm 
can produce. Every meal in itself 
is a " Thanksgiving Dinner" feast,

The City of Chicago. 

This metropolis of the West is 
the central vast city of our great 
country. It has sprung into life 
within less than fourscore years, 
In 1850 only a little Fort and Lake 
Shore Settlement of two or three 
hundred souls. The year before its 
huge fire of 187 1, the city had 
population of about one hundred 
thousand. In 1900 it could boast 
of a million inhabitants, and now over 
two and a half million of busy people. 
To-day I mounted by the elevator, 
and finally a ten-foot iron ladder, 
through a skylight door to the roof 
of the immense " Insurance Ex- 
change" building, twenty-two stories 
high, and endeavored to see the city, 
but "couldn't see the town." 

"There were so many houses." 
It spreads twenty-five miles on the 
Lake front (divided by the improv 
ed Chicago River) and ten miles 
or more west from Lake Michigan 
shore. The combined " Fire & Life 
Insurance Building, on Jackson 
Street, accommodates upwards of five 
hundred different insurance com- 
panies of various kinds. It is a 
"glazed tile" structure, upwards of 
three hundred feet square, on Jack- 
son Boulevard, with a large open 
court in the centre for light and air 
seventy feet square, one of the most 
perfect buildings of the kind in the 
world, costing to build five million 
dollars. 

Our President Woodrow Wilson 
was here but a few days ago, and 
spoke to many very large crowds of 
people without respect to party lines. 
He was* accorded a great ovation. 
But Theodore Roosevelt's crowds 
and receptions, October 26th, ex 
ceeded by far President Wilson's 
entertainment, in crowds and enthu 
siasm. The wires have flashed to 
the world his descent upon this city, 
as a meteor of fiery illumination.
